Blankets are 
traded at $5 to $8a pair. Yarn at 70c for 
4 banks of 20 vards in each bank either 2 or 
3 ply. 

Now that the fact that timothy will grow 
well and profitably in the Edmenton dis- 
trict, the question 1s often asked will not 
clover do well also? In reply to that ques- 
tion it may be mentioned that in ‘SS or *S9 
J. Knowles, now of Mcunt Pleasant, but 
then of Fraser avenue, sowed white clover 
in his garden which grew every year with- 
out farther seeding while he remained in 
occupation of the place. Mr. Knowles re- 
moved from Fraser avenue in the winter of 
1891 and 1892, and the garden has been 
uncultivated since. The clover has con- 
tinued growing ever since. In 1892 Fraser 
avenue was graded and now there are sever- 
al bunches of white clover growing on the 
side of the grade close to the wheel track. 
These bunches are not only growing with- 
out cultivation or protection but must have 
been seeded without human assistance from 
the clover growing in the garden adjoining. 

This does not prove that clover will do well 
as afield crop, but it goes far enough in 
that direction to warrant a series of 
thorough experiments on the part of practi- 
cal farmers. 


Battleford Herald : Where poison was set 
out in the spring gophers are almost un- 
known and c are unharmed. It is also 
very noticeable that in some unsettled 
ena where they were numerous last year 
ew are to be seen, they having died off from 
some natural cause just as they did a few 
yearsago.

PROF. GOGGIN’S LECTURE. 

Robertson hall was well filled on Friday 
evening to hear Prof. Goggin lecture on 
‘Dr. Arnold, the model teacher.” Mayor 
McCauley took the chair and introduced 
the lecturer, mentioning the pleasure with 
which he had listened to Prof. Goggin’s 
lecture of last year and the profit he had 
derived from it and therefore the desire he 
had tohear him again, a desire which the 
large attendance proved was _ generally 
shared. He alluded pleasantly to Prof. 
Goggin’s remarks in Calgary regarding the 
location of a university forthe territories and 
to the special interest which he had seemed | 
to manifest in the schools taught by ladies. 
A piano duet by Miss Maggie and Mr. Alex. 
McCauley followed. 

Prof. Goggin in his opening remarks allud- 
ed to the pleasant recollections he had of 
his former visit to Edmonton an accounted | 
for his interest in the ladies alluded to by 


' 


the fact that a very large proportion of the 

educational work under his supervision was 
in the hands of ladies. As to the location 
of the proposed territorial university, when 

in Calgary he had moved that the land 
grant be asked for a territorial and not an 
Alberta university. No doubt the people 
of Edmonton who had been able to secure | 
a location of a land office would also be able 

to secure the location of the university. 
His present business in Edmonton was to 
conduct the teachers’ institute, and he had 
been frequently asked ‘*‘ What isa teachers 
institute and what are its purposes?” It was | 
a gathering of teachers desirious of improv- 
ing their methods of teaching by the help- | 
ful interchange of ideas and information. 
Teachers might lose interest in their pro- 
fession by being isolated. Bringing them 
together tended to awaken new interest as 
well as impart new ideas. He ( the speaker ) | 
in passing from school to school inspecting 

learned from day to day how to attain the 
methods of the best teachers as well as to 

avail the mistakes of the inefficient. This 

information thus collected was given to all 
the teachers meeting at the institutes. 
The work of teaching in school was only 
supplementary to the teaching at home. 
To have efficient’ schools parents must take 
an active interest in the work of the schools 
in directing the minds of the children when 
at home. In delivering addresses such as | 
he gave last year and would give here to- 
night the object was to arouse the interest of 
the people in teaching work so that it might 
be directed along the right lines. Each 
year he proposed to take up a different 
phase of the question. Last year his lec- 
ture was on morals and mannersin the 
schools and at home. Next year he would 
probably take up the duties of the citizen 
to the state, something that was not taught 
in the schools at all, and he believed yet 
should be taught, even though some of the 
present work should be dropped. His ad- 
dress, this eVening would be a continu- 
ation along the same line of that of last 
year, taking Dr. Arnold, the great master 
of Rugby, his work and life as an inspiration 
and example. It would be impossible in 
the space available in this issue to give a 
fair synopsis even of the lecture dealing with 
the life, work and methods of Dr. Arnold. 
It was so full of matter of interest that to 
publish facts and leave out any other part 
would be an injustice to the lecture and the 
lecturer. The idea of the lecture was to ex- 
alt good principles and sound understand- 
ing above mere knowledge however complete 
and accurate. The boy who grew to be a 
man surrounded by the teaching of sound 
principles and who was tayght to think for 
himself could acquire mere knowledge by 
the expenditure of a little labor at any time 
of life, but the man who lacked moral 
priaciple or sound reasoning power could 
not acquire them in after life. He counsel- 
led teachers to look upon their pupils as in- 
dividuals and not as a body, and to study 
each one as carefully as the child was ex- 
ected to study itslesson. Also to strive 
= perfection but never consider it attained, 
and to keep up their own studies on the 
principle as expressed by Dr. Arnold, that 
it was better for the children in acquiring 
knowledge to drink from the running stream 
rather than from the stagnant pool. Trus- 
tees and parents were cautioned against 
employing teachers who did not stand high 
in morals and manners as well as teaching 
ability. He had heard of places where 
teachers were chosen because they were 
members of the Methodist or Presbyterian 
or Anglican churches, or because they were 
conservative or reform in politics or because 
they were or were not active temperance 
workers. If these were the tests the best 
results could not be expected. The example 
of the teacher and his or her contact with 
the pupils could not fail to teach those 
pupils either good or bad,in moralsand man- 
uers whether there was the intention or not. 
This feature of the case should be considered 
carefully by trustees and parents as well as 
the ability to teach the ordinary studies. 
Teachers should remember this as well and 
should give their best attention to teaching 
while they were in the profession. To do 
the present study well was the best assur- 
ance that the coming duty could and would 
be done well. The teaching profession was 
often used as a stepping stone to some more 
cea profession. This was very well, 
vat the step should not be taken at the ex- 
vense of the work done by the teacher. 
aven if the salary was low, an agreement 
was entered into to do certain work for that 
salary and it should be done with al! the 
mind and energy of the teacher. 

A duet on the whistle and piano by J. 
Flynn and Fred Ford was given and received 
A merited encore. 

Rev. D.G! McQueen moved a vote of 
thanks to the lecturer in a few appropriate 
remarks. J. A. McDougall seconded. 
Votes of thanks were also moved to the 
chairman and the musicians, and the pro- 
ceedings closed by the singing of God save 
the Queen.

NEW NORTH-WEST BILL. 


Free Press, Ottawa despatch: Daly in- 
troduced a bill in lieu of bill No. 133 on the 
order paper to amend acts respecting the 
North-West Territories which was with- 
drawn. He explained wherein the new bill 
ditfered from the old one. Clause 12 was 
struck out as conflicting with clause 14. 
The new bill gives the North-West assembly 
power to incorporate tramway or street 
railway companies. The sixteenth clause of 
the act is repealed. It has given power to 
the Lieutenant-Governor to pass ordinances 
in respect to the administration of justice. 
There was no necessity for the clause. 
Judges from whose decision an appeal is 
taken shall not sit in term to hear the ap- 
peal. At present the Lieutenant-Governor 
fixes the fees of sheriffs. This bill gives the 
power to the assembly. No person shall be 
appointed a police magistrate unless he has 
resided in Canada for three years. At pres- 
eni the right to challenge jurors peremptor- 
ily was confined to cases of treason or 
offences punishable with more than five 
years’ imprisonment. This bill extends this 
right to cover all cases, The question has

AN OLD TIMER GONE. 


Louis Chastellaine, a well known resident 
of Edmonton in the old days and more late- 
ly of St. Albert, died at the latter place on 
Friday morning in the 86th year of his age.

He 
leaves one child, Mrs. John Rowland, of St. 
Albert. The funeral took place on Satur- 
day forenoon to St. Albert cemetery.
